I thought 
it good to white againe vnto you, concerning all the afozeſatde 
Pꝛoceedings, as alſo the reit ofmp voyage ts Icruſalem , with 
my impꝛiſanment and troubles in the citie, as. alſo what me- 
mozable antiquitics J ſawe there and elſewhere, vntlll my 
returne backe to Alexandria, which was the 11 of Appl t601. 
Firſt then let me tell you, that I departed not from the Grand 
88 of Marcb:vpon which day came to 2 
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and ſome others that came vp to the Grand Cayro with mee: 
but here they left mee, departing back tothe citte, and J with 
my fellow tratailerPaſter Iohn Burrell, both of bs being in our 
Pilgrimes habit, came p night to a towne called Canko, where 
we were glad to take vp our lodging in a parde, hauing no other 
bedding thea the bare ground. The nert day we departed thence, 
and came to atowne in the Land of Gozan, where we met with 
a companie of Turkes, Jewes, and Chziſtians, and ſome ſea- 
uen hundꝛed and fiftie Camelles, all which were bound foz Da- 
malcq ouer the deſerts: yet was there amongſt them two and 
twentie Greekes and Armenians, whoſe purpoſed trauaile lay 
to Icruſalem, which made vs the gladder of their compante, At 
this towne, being named Philbics,we Raped two dates and one 
night: in which time J went into ahouſe, where I ſaweſ in my 
judgement) a very range ſetret of hatching Chickins, by arti⸗ 
ficiall heat oz warmthe : the like J had ſcene befoze at .the 
Grand Cayro, hut not in ſuch ertraozdinarynumbers oz mul. 
titudes as heere, the manner whereof (foz pour becterſatiſfac+ 


tion) was as followeth. " 1% 5 
The country people inhabiting about this cowne , by foure 
oz five miles diſtance every waie, doebzing their Egges in apt 
tariage koꝛ the purpoſe, vpon Alles 02 Camelles to this plate,

was taken from vs, foure of our men hurt, and one ol them moꝛ· 
tally wounded: ſo away ran the Arabes with the p2epe, we be · 
ing vnable to helpe it, becauſe it was night, 

The 18. in the moꝛ ming, we pitched by a well n wa- 
ter:but 3 foꝛgot to tell pon. that mp fellow Pilgrime $, Iohn 
Burrell eſcaped very narrowly-in the laſt nights bickermg.Here 
we reſted our ſelues till three of the clocke in the afternoone, 
call:d-Laſara;f62 the Arabians and Egyptians diuide the dap but 
tato foure partes: then we departed, and pitched che next mo2- 
ning at a Caſtell in the deſertscalledCatga, This is one of the 
thꝛee caſtels which the Turkes kept in — deſerts, to defend al 
trauailers from the wild Arabes: wherefoze here we pap a cer- 
taine tare, vz. 60. pieces of filter of two pence a piece value, 
fo2 each man 02 bop, and 76, pieces ſoʒ a Camell laden, and 14. 
foz a Pule. Dauing paid this impoſition, we departed, and pit · 
thed againe the 19. at another bzackiſh well, from whence ſet⸗ 
ting on ward, we pitched the 20. d Parch at the ſetond Caſtell 
called Aris, kept alſo by the Tur kes in the ſat deſerts, where 
our tare Was hut 20. pieces of ſiluer foz each paſſenger, and 30. 
fozaCamell. From thence we were guided by many Holdiozs 
to che tiſtrd Caſtell calle Raphael, ——— 
of 24. houres together. Here it is ſaiu that the Rings of Egypt 
and Iudea fought many great battatles: which to me — 45 
very unlikely, becauſe there is nothing to relceue an armie 

withalt, except ſand and ſalt mater. There wee paid but ten 
pietes eachpaſſenger, and 20 fü beaſt: ſo departing thence, 
the 2a. in ß moꝛning, wee pitched at Gaza in Paleſtine, a Caodly 
fruitfull count rey, and here we were quitted of all the deſerts. 
In this towne J ſawe the place, where (as they told vs) Samp- 
ſoo puld downe the two Pillers, and ſlewe the Philiſtines: aud 
ſureip it appeares to he the ſame towne, hy teafon of the fcitn- 
ation of the rountreyzherevy paird 22 pieces fo2 each beaff,gnd 
t o. each paſſenger, 
Hence we departed the 22. of Parrh, and pitchedat a place 
talled in Arabian, Canuie; but by the Chziſtiang/termedBetſhe- 
ba; being vpon.the boaders:of Tucra : where we pain but a. pts» 
tes of ilaerearbone;mdy; for beaſt. 9 — oY 
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vnder the walles ol Ramoth in Gilead: there I ffaped all that 


rauan, which went foz Damaſco, to be conueped to Couſtantino- 
ple, and ſo foꝛ England. | 
The next day being the 24.in themozning, J with the other 
Chiiſtians ſet towards Jeruſalem; aud the great Carauan went 
their way foz Damaſco: hut wee pitched ſhozt that night at a 


place called in Arabian Cudeche laneb, being 16. miles from 


Hebron, where the Depulchze of our fozefather Abraham is, and 

alem. From thence we departed in 
the mozning,beingour Lady day in Lent, and at 9.of the clocke 
befoze noone, J ſawe the cittie of Ieruſalem: when kneeling 
downe, and ſaping the Lozds pꝛaper, I gaue God moſt hartie 
thankes foz conducting mee thither, to behold ſo holy a place 
with mine eies, wherof J had read ſo often befoze.Coming with- 
in a furlong ot the gates, IJ with my copanton . Iohn Burrell, 
went ſinging and pꝛaiſing God, till we tame to the weſt gate of 
the Cittie, and there we ſtaied, becauſe it is not lawfull fo} a 
Chꝛiſtian to enter vnadmitted. Wy companiis aduiſed me to ſap 
IJ was a Greeke,6nelp to auoid going ta Paſſe: but J not ha- 
ning the Greeke tongue, rekuſed ſo to doo, telling him euen at 
the gates entraunce, chat I would neither denie my Conntrie 
no2 Religion 2 whereupon: being demaunded'who wee were, 
M. Burrell (anſwering tn the Greeke tongue) told them that he 


was a Greeke, and J an Engliſhman, This gauchim admitc- 


tante totheGreeke Patriarke, but J was ſeazed on and caſt in 


p2iſon,befoze I bad ſtaied a ful-houre atthegace:fozthe Turkes 
5 flatly denied, that they had euer heard either ot my Queene oz 


Countrep, oꝛthat ſhe paied them anp tribute. The Pater Guar- 
dian, who is there defender of all Chziſtian Pilgrimes (andthe 
p2incipall pꝛocurer ofmine tmpziſonment, becauſe J did not of- 


fer my ſelfe vnder his pꝛotection but conſidently ſtond fo be ta- 


ther pꝛotected vnder the Turke thEche Pope) made the Turke 
ſo much mine enemie, that J was reputed tu be a ſpie, and ſo 
(by nomeanes) could J get releaſe from the dungeon. | 
Nom giue me fauour to tell you, how it pleaſed hope (chat 

very day) to deliuer mee, and graunt my paſſe'as' 4 Pꝛote- 
ſtant, without peelding to any other ceremonte, then catiage ol 
a ware candle only, farre beyond mine one bel hope v2 expec-

tation, Here let me temember pon, how J was Kayed at Ra- 


moth in Gilead, where J wꝛote the tight Letters fo Englãd by 
the Carauan of Damaſco: hauing ſo good leyſure, I went to a 
Fountaine to wache my kowle linnen, and being earneſt about 
mp bulinelle, there ſuddenly came a Pooze vufo me, who ta- 


laid hewould help me. You doubt not but this was ſome amaze» 


ment to mee, toheare ſuch a man call me by my name, and in 


place ſo farre diſtant from my freends, countrie and acquain- 
cance, which he per ceiuing, boldly thus ſpake in che Franke 
tongue. Why Captaine, 1 hope. pou haue not foꝛgotten me, 
fo it is not pet foztie dayes, ſince pou ſet nie a land at Alexan · 
dria, with the reſt ot᷑ thoſe paſſengers you bzonght from Argier, 
in your ſhip called the Troyan: and here is another in this Ca- 
rauan, whom you likewiſe bzotght in compante with pou, and 
would not be alittle glav'toſce you. I demaundedof him it he 
dwelt there : he anſwered: me no, but both be and his fellow 
were going inthe Carauan to Damaſco, which place they call 
Sham, and thence to Beggdatt, wbich we call Babylon, thence to 
Mecha to make a Hadgee, foz ſo they are called when they haue 
bin at Mecha: mozeouer, he told me that he dwelt in the Cittis 
of Feſſe in Barbarie. This man (in my mind) God ſent to be the 
meanes of mine immediate deliuerie.F02 after I hadtakẽ good 


notice of him, J well remembꝛed that I ſam him in my ſip; : 


though one man among 3 oo. is not very readily knowne: foꝛ 
ſo many bꝛongbt I from Aer into thoſe partes of different 
Nations, as Turkes,Poozes,Jewes and Chʒiſtians. J veſirev 
this man to bꝛing me to the light dt his other companis, which 
(bauing waſhed my tinnen) he did, & him knew very readily. 
Cbheſe two concluded, that the one of them would depart thence 
with the Carauan, and the other goe along with me to Teruſa- 
lẽ, which was the Pooze before — #fuch kind care had 
the Jufidelof me, as he would not leaue mevnaccompanied in 
this range Land, which J cannot but impute to Gods eſpeci- 
all pꝛouidence, fo my ne lineranre aut uf pꝛiſon, elſe had J bin 
lekt in moſt milerablecaſe. ten this Mooꝛe ſawe mee thus 
impꝛiſoned in leruſalem, my. dungeon being right againſt the 
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comfozt, Away went he to the Baſhaweof the titie, and to the 
Saniack , defozewhomehe tooke his oath,that J was a Pari 
ner of a Shippe, which had bzought 250. o 300. Turkes and 
Moozes into Egypt from Argier and Tunis, their journey being 
vnto Mecha. This Mooꝛelin t regard he was a Puzʒle- man / pꝛe· 
nailed ſo wel mich them, that returning with ſire Turkes back 
to the pulon, he called me to the dooze, and there ſaidevgto me: 
that if J would goe to the houſe of the Pater Guardian, and peeld 
my lelfe vnder his pꝛotection, I ſhould be enfozced to no religt- 
cn but mine owne, except it were to carie a candle, to the which 
J willingly condeſcended. Do paping the charges of the pꝛi- 
ſon, Þ was p2eſently delinered, and bzought to the Guardians 
Monaſtery: wherethe Pater comming to me, tooke mee by the 
hand and bad me welcome, maruailing J would ſo mucherre 
from Chiiltianitte, as to put my ſelfe rather vnder the Turkes 
then his pꝛotection. J told him, what J did, was becauſe J 
would not goe ta Maſſe, but keepe mp conſcience to my lelfe. 
Dereplyed, that many Englihmen had beene there, but(being 
Catholiques)wentto Maſſe, telling the Turks at the Gates 
entrance, that they were Frenchmen, fo2 the Turkes knows 
not what pou meane by the wozde Engliſhman : aduiſing me 
further,that when anp of my Countceymen vndertsoke the like 
trauaile, at the gates of leruſalem they ſhould tearm themſelues 
either Frenchmen oꝛ Fꝛitons, becauſe thep are well knowne 
to the Turkes, This oz ſuch like conference paſt betweene vs: 
alſo how old our Queenes Maieſtie was, and what was the 
reaſon ſhe gaue nothing to the maintenance of the Mol Se- 
pulcher, as well as other Chziſtian Kings and Pꝛinces did? 
with diuers other trinial queſtions, whereto J anſweredatcoꝛ ; 
dingly. The day being ſpent euen to twi-light, maſter Ioha 
Burrel, who paſſed fo2 a Gteeke without any — came in vn. 
to vs, being nenertheleſſeconffrainedfs this Ponalterie,o2 elſe 
be might not ſtap in the citie: fo ſuch ſwap doe the Papiſtes 
cary there, that no Chziſtian ſtranger can haue admeccanee | 
there, but he mult be pꝛorected vnder them, oz not entet the Cf: 
tie. Maſter Burrell and J being together in the Court of the

Guardian came and ſet vs8downe;-giuing each of vs a Candle in 
our hands, then came a Frper and puld off aur hoſe, and (ſet- 
ting the Baſon on the Carpet)wathed our feete. Do ſoone as 
the Fryer began to waſh ,thetwelue Frye an to ling, c6- 
tinuing ſo till our feeke were waſhed: which being done, they 
went along ſinging, e we with the Guardian came to. a Chap ⸗ 
pell in the Monaſtery, where one of them began an Dzation in 
fozme of a Sermon, tending to this effect: dom meritozious it 
was fo vs to viſit the Holy land, & ſee thole ſanctificd places 
where our Sautours feete had trode. The Sermon being en- 
ded they bꝛought vs to a chamber where our ſupper was pzepa- 
red: there we fe ſomwhat fearefullp, in regard p ſtrange cates 
baue as ſtrange qualities: but committing our ſelues to God, + 
their outward⸗ appear ing C hʒꝛiſtian kindneſſe, we fell to harti- 
Iy.ſupt very bountifully,# atter ward (Þapſing God) were lod» 
ed decently. Thus much koꝛ my firſt daies entertainement in 
Ieruſalem, which was the 25. day of March 1601. being aur La- 
dy day in Lent. Now ollowes what the Fryers afterward

E arelythe nextmozning we aroſe, and haning ſaluted the Pater 
Guardian, he appointed vs ſeauen Friers and a Trouchman: 


ſo kooꝛth we went to lee all the holy places in the citie which 


were to be ſcene, except thoſe in Sepulchra ſancta, foz: tha = 
quired a whole daies wozk afterward andat euety place 
we came, we kneeled downe, and ſaide the Lozdspꝛarer. 

The firft place ot᷑ note that the Fryers ſhewed vs, was the 


place fudicialt: next, the houſe of Veronica ſancta . and deman- 


ding of them what Saint that was, they told me it was ſhee 
that did wipe our Sauiours face, as h by in his agonie. 
Deſcending a little lower in the ſame they hewed mee 
the way which our Sautour went to crucifping,called by them 
Via dolorofa, Then ontheright hand in the ſame ſtreet, J was 
ſhowne the houſe of the rich glutton, at whoſe gate pooze deſ- 
piſed Lazarus lay. Holding on our way vowne this ſtreete, wet 
tame to a turning paſſage r e hand: whence they colde

Lazarus whome Chzift loued ſo well: foz his houſe o Caſtle is 
in Bythinea, but it is vtterly ruinated, and nothing to be ſeene 


but the two fades ofa wall. Ju the ſame towne, they ſhewed 


me the houſe of Marie Magdalen, but al ſoruinated,that nothing 
is left ok it but a piece ofa wall: there J ſawe likewiſe Mar- 
thaes houſe. conſiſting ofthzee pie tes of a wall: and thence they 

bꝛought me tothe ſtone, where the two liſters tolde Chuift that 
Lazarus was deade: from whence paſſing on, they hewed me 
the place where our Saulour raiſed Lazarus from death, after 
he had lien thzee daies in the — and where he was buried 
afterward when he died. This place bath bin notably kept from 
the begiuning, and is repaired ill by the Chziſtians,but pet iu 
po02e and very bare ſozt, and this is all that I ſam in Bythinia. 

Frũ hence we rode vnto Pount Oliuet, & paſſing byBethphape, 
they bꝛought me to the plate, where dur Sautour tooke the Alle 
and Colte, when he rode to leruſalem vpon Palme Sundap. 

Riding fromBethphage directly to the Nozth,wee tame to the 
foote of Mount Oliuet, where they ſhewed me the place Benedi- 
Ca of the virgin Maries Annunciation, and aſcending to the top 
of the Wgunt wee ſam the place ol our Sauiours Aſcenſion: at 
the ſight whereof we ſaid aur Pꝛapers, and were commaunded 
withal to ſay 5. Pater noſters, and 5. Aue Maries: but we ſaid the 
Lozds pꝛaier, tooke nocice of the place and departed. This is the 
very higheſt parte oi Mount Qliver, aud hence may be diſcerned 
many notable places: as firſt (Veſt from it is the pꝛolpett of the 
new Cittie of — South weſt from it map be ſeene the 
pꝛoſpect of Mount Sion, which is adioyning to nem leruſalem: 
alſo in the valley betweene Sion and the mount wpereon J 
ſtood, J ſawe the bzooke Cedron, the Poole Silo, the Garden 
wherein our Sauiour pꝛaied, the place where afterward he was 
betraped , and digers other notable things in this valley of 
Gethſemani : asthe Tombe of Abſolon, king Dauidsſonne; the 
Tombe of hoſhap hat, and others which J will ſpeake of as J 
come tothem.

This Church ffandech at the foote of 

Mount Oliuet, and was built (as they ſap) by Helena the mother 

of Conſtantine the great: here the Friers went into the virgin 

Maries ſepulcher,# there either ſaid Malle, oꝛ Pꝛaiers, while we 

in meanetime went to dinner. In this Church is a kountaine of 

extteding fine water, & in regard we went downe into a vault 

_ as if were, it giueth a meruailous loude Eccho o ſound, Hence 
went we to the Caue, whether Iudas came to befray Chʒiſt whe 

be was at pꝛaper, and thence to the Garden where our Sauiour 

| -left his Diſciples, commaunding them to watch and pꝛaie; 

M but kound them lleeping at his returne : then they bꝛoͤught me 

1 to the Garden where Chift was taken, and all theſe laſt thꝛee 

1 were in the valley ol Gethſemanie, Riding vnto the towne 
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whereok the valley beares name) on the left hand J ſaw the be⸗ 
foe temembꝛed Sepulchers of Abſolon and Ichoſhaphar, and 1 
on the right hand, the bzooke Cedron, which at my being there K 
had not one d2op of water in it: fa2 (indeed) it is but a ditche } / 
to contay the water from the two hilles (A meane Mount Oli- 
uct, and mount Sion) when any ſtoze of raine falleth, and this 
ditche oz b2zooke Cedron is in the valley betweene both thoſe 
hilles. Hard by the bzooke Cedron, they ſhewed me a one 
marked with the feete and elbowes of Chziſt, in their ch2ows 
ing ol him downe when as they tooke him, and euer ſince (ſap 
they) haue thoſe pꝛints remained there. From hence wee rode 
to the place, where S. lIames the younger did hide himſelfe, and 
afterward was buried there: there alſo they ſhewed where Za- 
chariahthe ſonne of Barachiah was buried, and bzoughte me to 
another place, where (they lap) the virgin Marie vſed often to 
pꝛay. Then came we to the Poole of Silo, wherein M. Burrell 
and I waſhedour ſelues, and hence wee were ſhewen the place 
where the P2opher Elay was ſawne in pieces: thence they 
guided vs to an exceeding deepe Well, where the Jewes (as 
they ſay)bid the holy fire in the time of Nabuchodonozor, Pere 
we aſcended from the valley to a hill ide, which lieth iuſt Sovth

It hath th2ee hoſes 8bone,$ on the ſive there 
is a vent : at the vpper holes they hie to let downe the dead bo- 1 
dies to the eſtimation of ſome 30. foote downe, In this place 
I ſaw two bodies, new oꝛ very lately let downe, and lacking | 
downe (foz byreaſon of the thꝛee great boles aboue, where the | 
dead bodies lye, it is very ligbt) Yrecetued (uch a ſauour vp in- 
to my heade, as it made me very ſicke, ſo that I was glad to 
eutreat the Friers to goe no further, but to returne home to the 

citie. Do here we went thzough the vallie of Gehemion, aud at 
the foote of mount Sion ( hauing alittle bottle of ene 
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J bꝛongbt from the Poole Silo) I bꝛanke, and refed there an 
boures ſpace, eating a fewe Raifins and Oliues, which wee 
bꝛought with vs from Icruſalem in the moꝛning. After J hay 
wellreſted and refreſhed my ſelfe, we began to aſcend mount Si- 
on, and a little way vp the bill, they ſhewed me the plate, where 
Peter hauing denped Chꝛiſt, and hearing the Cock crowe, went 
ont and wept. Aſcending higher, they ſhewed mee the houſe 
where p virgine Marie dwelt, which was near vutop Temple: 
then they bꝛought me to the place, where the Jewes ſetting on 
the bleſſed virgine to take her, ſhe was conuaped awap by mi- 
racle. Hence we went to the houſe of Caiphas, which was ſom 
what higher vpon mount Sion, and there A ſawe ths pziſon 
wherein our Sanionr was detained. Paſſing on fill higher, 
they guided mee to a littte Chappell which is kept by the Ar- 
menians , whereinto entring, at the high Altar they ſhewedme 
p ſtone which was vpon our Sauiours Sepulcher (as they lay) 
and it is neer to the place where Peter denyed Chil, fot there 
they ſhewed me the Piller, whereonthe Cocke food when hee 
crowed. Hence was J b2ought tothe place where our Daut- 
our made his laſt Supper, and thence J came where the. holy 
Gholl deſcended vpon the s: whence paſſing on, they 
ſhewed me the place where Chꝛiſt appeared to his Diſciples, the 
eight day after his Reſurrection, when S. Thomas deſired to ſee 
his woundes. Meere to this place vponmoune Sion, the vir- 
ginMarie died, and hard by they ſhewed mea place bought by 
the Pope of che Turkes,fo2 buriall of the Europian Chzifkians, 
becauſe he would not haue them calf into Aceldama: they tolve 
vs that the yeare befoze, fine Engliſhmen were buried in that 
place, whether by the Friers poiſoning them, oꝛ howſoener elſe 
it happened, but we thought it draunge, that all fine ſhould die 
together in one weeke. Thenre came we to the houſe of Annas 
the high Pꝛieſt, which is now but a paire ot very old walles, 
t noching elſe of it to be leene:but at the ſide of one of the wolles, 
is an old Oliue tree, whereto thep told me that our Saniour 
was laſt bound: and demaunding a further reaſonchereof, they 
ſaid, chat when he was bought vnto this houſe, Annas being a- 
leepe, his people would not awake him: ſo during their time of 
ay, they bound him to the ſaid Oltue tree, and when he a- 


wakedzthen he was bought iu and examined.

Departing berte toward the Southqete ofthe citie wech 
ſtaudeth likewile vpon mount Sion; wee alighted from our 
Aſſes: and entring, J noated it well, foz now J had ſcene 
thzec ofthe foure gates. And being deſirous to ſce the Hoꝛty- 


gate alſothey bzough! ue to the Church ot S. Thomas, which 


is within the wall all ruineted: chen ta the Churche of 8. 
Marke, whether Peter came, being deliuered out of pꝛiſon by 
ö Angell chat bꝛake open the gate. Then they ſhewed me the 
houſe of Zebedeus, whence wee came to a place kept by the 
Abaſhenes, there aſcending firſt by a darke way, ledde on hy 
a line 02 coide, wee attained to a high plate neere to the Se - 
pulchra ſanctu, where J paidt wo pieces af ſiluer to goe in, and 
being enered, J demaunded what place it was: the ſame 
(quoth they ) where Abraham wauld haue ſacrificed his ſonne 
Laac. Thence went wee to the pziſon wherein Peter, and 
S. Iohn were, heing the next dooze to the pꝛiſon wherin J was 
put betoʒe: which made me the ſozier, that it was not my fo2- 
tune to haue gane into it, being ſo neere it. Hence we came 
to the Rozth : gate, being on mount Caluarie fide, where ha- 
uing well viewed the gate, and perceiuing it waxcd late, we 
went directly home ; this wac my third daies wozke in and 
about Ieruſalem, wearied not a little with often alighting to 
p2ap:fo2 at each ſeuerall place befoꝛe tetounted, we diſmoun- 
ted and ſaid the Loꝛds pꝛater on our knees.

went we in and dined with the Friers. After dinner, they 
bꝛought me to the place where the virgin Marie hid her ſelfe, 
when ſearch was made to kill the childzen. 50 taking my 
laue of Bethlem, giuing the Friers thꝛet pieces ok gold, fs2 
my dinner and my companie with me, being 8. in number:

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ner were we in, but they locked the gates. ſa there A Rata till 
rl. of the clocke the next day, and then came we foozth : no 
kollowes what J (awe in Scpulehra ſancta. F irſt I noted 
hanging without the gate, at the leaſt 100. lines o2 ſtrings, 
and in the gate is a great hole, whereat a little child may ea- 
lily creepe in: whereof demaunding the reaſon, they told me 
that the hole ſerued to giue victuals at, foz them which lie 
within the Church, which are aboue 300 perſons, men and 


women, all Chꝛiſtians, and there llue they continually night 


and dap, no2 can they haue paſſage in oz out, hut when the 
Turkes doe open the gate fo2 ſome Pilgrime, which happe- 
neth not ſometimes in 14. daies: wherefoze theſe Chꝛiſtian 
Iregers in the Church, haue there their whole houlhol ds, and 
booꝛded lodgings there builded foz them, The ſtrings befoze 
ſpokẽ ol, hanging at the gate. haue each one a bell faſtened at 
the lodgings, and when their ſeruants (which are without) 


Dzing them any meate, each rings the bell belonging fo his 


houſhold, ſo come ac cozdingly (each knowing their owne 
Bell ) foꝛ receipts of their food.

Secodly.the Greekes, la; they are next tin number to the Ro- 
maines, yet little better then ſlaues to the Turke, Thirdly, 
the Armenians, who haue bin ſo long time ſeruants to the

al their ceremonies in the Arabian fongue,# ſo I heard them. 
The fourth ſoꝛte of Chꝛiſtians, are Neſtorians, who are as 
flanes to the Turke,and haueno other language then the A- 
rabian. The ift, are the Abaſhenes, being people of the land 
ok Prefter John, The ſixt, are the Iacobines, who are circum-

Underſtand then mut ok all, chat che very hearf of che olde 
citie was ſeated on mount Sion and mount Moria: to the 
noꝛth part whercef,was mount Caluarie without the gates 
of the old citie, about a ſtones caſt and no kurther. But now 
J finde this newe citie ſcithated ſo farre tothe Nozth part, 
that/itis almoſt quite vff of nuoiit ion. but yet not off mount 
Motta, Which was betweene maunt Son an mount Caluary: 
ſo that nom ( vndoubtedly)tbe South walles of the cit ie, are 
placed on the 'no2th foote of the hill of Sion, Che eaſt wall

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of the Sepulcher : andthe Chappell is of like Cone as the 
1 Sepulcher is, conſiſting of fifteene foote in bzedth, fine and 
twentie foote in length, and about foztie foote in height. 
In this Chappel are alwais burning thirtie oꝛ fozty Lamps, 
but vpon Feſtiuall dates moze : which are maintained by 
gilts giuen at the death of Chaiſfiansin Spaine, Florence, & 
1 other parts, to be kept tontinually burning: and the giuers 
5 of thcle Lamps haue their names ingrauen about the vpper 
edges ol them, in letters of golde, ſkanding in a band ol gold 
oz ſiluer. This Chappell is incloſed with a Church, and pet 
not it onely, but therewith is circkled in all the befoze na- 
med holy places, vz. where Chziſt mas wbipt : where hee 
was in pꝛiſon: where his garments were deuided: where the 
tttoſſe was found: where he was crowned with thoznes: 
where he was nailed on the croſſe: where the croſſe Roode 
when he ſuffered : where the vaile ofthe Temple rent: where 
the thzee Maries annointed him: where he appeared to Marie 
Magdalen: ſ᷑ in biiefe,al the moſt notable things either about 
mount Caluarie, 02 Ioſephes ſteld of Aramathia, are encloſed 
within the tompaſſe ot this Church, which was builded by 
the foze-remembzed Queene Helena, mother to Conſtantine 
Do thegreate, ſhee being (as J haue read.inſoine Authozs) an 
oy Englich woman, and daughter to king Cocll , that builded 
38 (Wh Colcheſter: which being vrged to them, they denyed it. J 
Wi: | meaſured this Church within, and found it fo bes 422. ka- 
domes about, the one ſtde of it likewiſe I found ta be x30. la- 
-domes: thus much foz mount Caluarie , which is in the mid- 
deſt ofthe citie nos. | ) 
Fromthe angle ofthe citie, to the Noxth-weft, 
ts the ſhozteſf wap of the titie, andkrom the Nozth-welt angle 
fo the South · weſt, is as farre as from the South - eaſt to 
the Nozth-ealk but krom the Sonth-weſt fo the Douth-eafk, 
. whiches the -louth wall that ſtandeth on the foote. of 
mount Sion, F meaſured, and found it to be 3775.foote,which 
is about thꝛee quarters of a mile. Upon this ſouth-ſive of 
the citie , ts a great Jron gate, about which gate are laide 
ſeauenceene pieces ol b2alle ozvinance : this rate is as great 
as the welt gate ot the Tower of London, & exceeding ſtrong, 
tze walles being very thicke, and on the ſouth-fide 5«02 60. 
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foote high: lo mueh fo2 the louth wall and ſive of the eltie. 
The Hoꝛth walls not altogither ſo long, but much ſtron- 
ger: foꝛ on the Roꝛthſide it hath beene often ſurp2ized , but 
on the ſouthſide neuer: and on the E alt ſide it is impzegnable 
- by reaſonof the edge of the hill which it ſtandeth on, which 
is fiue times as high as the wall. On the no2th ſide. alſo are 
25. pieces ofbzalſeozdinance neere to the gate, which is ol 
Ion alſo: but what ia in other places; as at the comers 02 
angles, J could not come to lee, and demaund J durft not. 
The eaſt wall, containing the gate where ſaint Stephen was 
ſtoned a little without, and tothis day calledſaint Stephens 
gate: I ſaw but fue piecea ofo2dinance thoce, and they mere 
betweene the gate and the relique of pozt Aurea, which is to 
the ſouthward: and concerning the welt ſive ol the citie, at 
the gate whereof J entred at mp firſt arriugll, i is verie 
ffronglikewiſe, and hath fifteene pieces ol ozdinance lying 
neere togither, and all of bzaſſe. This gate is alſo made of 
Jon, and this Weſt wall is altogither as long as the Eaſt 
wall, but it ſtandeth vpon the bigher ground: ſo that com- 
ming from the weit tothe welf wall, pon can ſee nothing 
within the citte but the bare wall: but vyon mount Oliver , 
comming towards the citiefrom the Eat you have a veris 
goodly pzoſpect ofthe citie, byreaſonthecitie Rarideth al un 
the edge of the hill. To ronclude, this citie of Jeruſalem is 
the ftrongeft of all the cities, that J baue pet ſcene 
tn my tourney, inte J departed from the Grand Cayro:hut 
the reſt ol the countrey is very eaſle to be intreated:pet in the

daue done) are able to repo2t <foz J tauld fee no ground neer 
to the citit by fifteene 02 ſixteeue miles diſtance(the.plaine of 
of lericho excepced)but it is all a beape of Rones, yea, and ia 
ſvch exceeding abundance, as I wonder howthop can liue in 
it.

-on-: pet the countries round about it, as Paleſtine on the one 
ſide, Galilie on the other, and Syria tothe weit, are all moſt᷑ 
goodly plentifull countries: and Ieruſalem it ſelfe, which J 
thought to haue found the dery fruiffulleft place of all, iu the 
moſt batrenneſt pla te that J ſawe in all my trauaile, the de- 
ſerts onely extepten. Atan compare no place in England 
tberewith koz the like kterilitie, vn leſſe the vnfruitfulſt place 
in Cornwall, where there is nothing but rockes and ſtones, c 
daily by the repoztofthe inhabitants) the ſtones growe and 
encreaſe moʒe and moze. In bꝛiefe, let all men that haue 
beene there, oz hereakterſhall goerhither,fpeake but rightly 
and without flattety, and then they will ſap with mee, that 
Ieruſalem, and fikteene miles aboiit it every wap, is no other 
thena heapeof ſtones, and the barrenneſt plate in all Meſo- 
tamia.

So, hauing my Pattent ſealed with the great ſeale ofthe 
Pater Guardian, aud another Letter pattent, ſhewing that { 
waſhed in the water of lordane t the 31, of March J depar-- 
ted from Ieruſalem, tn companieofmy Pooze that holpe me 
ouc of pꝛiſon. The 3 1.atnight J came to Ramoth Gilead, and 
the TD calon: 1 1.0 Gr, which (onthe — 
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ders of che Deſerts, where J py2ed fwo wild Arabes with twa 
Dꝛomedaties, to tarie me to the citte sf Grand Cayro, Theſe 
wild Arabes are no other then theeues, fo they are ſuch as 
make vailp p2ize of Chʒiſtians, Turkes, Mooꝛes & all ſoztes 

_ ofpeople,onely their owne nation ercepted. With theſe two 
Arabes and my Mooze J departed fro Gaza, haning no other 
tompanie, and that day (being the 3. of Aprill) wee rantheſe 

£1omedartes ſo hard, as at night I began to ware very wea- 
rie: wherefoꝛe Þ badmp Mooꝛe tell the Arabes, that J would 

kate afewe Raiſias and reſt a little:ſo we all alighted,fo2 we 
rode two vpon each beaſt, and hauing made the faſt, we went 
to ſupper. Jn meane while, one of the Dꝛemedaries bꝛake 
looſe, and ran backe againe, which made one of the Arabes 


take the other beaſt and pꝛeſently ride after. The other A- 


rabe went to a crolle way ouer a ſaud hill, and turnd himſelke 
ſo, that both the men & beaſts were out of our ſight. Then it 
began to grome darke, and J hauing no compante but mp 
Mooꝛe, went alons to the cop of the ſaid hill, to ſee it᷑ I could 
eſpte either ol my theeues :- when ſuddeniy J ſawe foure 
other comming cowards me: and by that time J rerouered 
the place where I left my Pooze,one ot them was cloſe at 
my heeles, and bad the Pooze bꝛing me to bim. The Booze 
tolde them that J had nothing but was to be carried in koure 
dapes to Cayto by two of their companions; whole names he 
delinered fo them: whereon they replied, that if this were 
true, they would doo me no hurt: but if the other returned not 
with the bealfs, then they would make pꝛize of vs both. At 
this time 3 had nothing to looſe but the clothes on my back, 


(veriedcarely rated at ten groates value)fo2 J had pꝛomiſev 


the two Arabes,to pay them 24. pieces of gold, ſo loone as they 
bzought mee to the Grand Cayro : but my life was the thing 
I moſt of all feared, Mithin 2. houres after,my two theeues 
returned, when I might perceiue the ather fonre and them 
to be all fellowes : ſo they gaue them a fewe Raiſins and a 
little water, whereupon the foure immediately departed:but 
queſtionleſſe if my Pooze had not bin there with me, J had 
bin caried quite away. The ꝗ. dap we came to a plate where 
tbe theeues had Tents, g there they gaue me Camels milke, 
and the next night we came to Salhia on the other ſideof the
